The application has been amended as follows: 
Cancel claim 95. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach a brush assembly consisting of an end cap with first/second and 
third/fourth parallel electrically connected support arms of different resilient material to 
provide different resonant frequencies. The support arms having carbon brush bodies 
mounted by interference fit in apertures. The carbon brushes contacting a plurality of 
circumferential segments of a cylindrical commutator, with the first and second brushes 
contacting a single segment and the third and fourth brushes contacting a single 
segment. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later
